Finding that 
Mr. Hert had a high blood pressure, 
ho advlaed htm to reat 

Immadiataly prior io' his death, 
which reaulted from apoplexy, he had 
been resting in bed in a half-alttlng 
posture deep In discussion of political 
appointments with Congressman John 
W. Langloy, Tenth Kentucky District, 
and J Matt Cohen, Jeffaraon oonnty 
attorney. 

Congressman J M. RobsiOD, Elev- 
enth Kentiicky District, waa an- 
nounced. Mr. Hert rcqneated that he 
be shown in. 

Turning to Mr. Chilton, Mr. llert 
began to chide him about a minor 
political appoitttffltat In which he and 
Mr. RsbBion wer% interested. But his 
laugh turned to a cry of pain, and he 
fell back upon the bed. Two minutes 
later lle'wua dead. - ^ 

Hurried efforts were being made to 
obtain a phyaioian when Qr. R. Ly- 
man Sexton, who had treated Mr. Hert 
Tuesday morning happened in. He 
pronounced Mr. Hert dead. Bren had 
the phyalcian bean- on hand at the be- 
ginning of the attack. Mr. Hert'a 
death could not haVe been prevented, 
he saidr 

"Mr. Hert told mo today that he had 
not felt well Inst nlphl." Mr. Lansley 
said. "He snid he wra restless all 
through llie nislit, but iliat ho did not 
summon a physician until this morn- 
ing.

The Constitutiou of the I'uitfd States Kuaruiitees not only free 
speech but a free press. One, indeed, cumiol exist without the other. 
If <Mie is impaired or'sapprewed the other will suffer or die with it. 
These ijialienable rights l)a> >• been tlie very foundation on which our 
tree institutious have been built, uud without them America would 
exist only in name. ' 

This (luestiou of freedom of the press has been brought to tlic 
utteutiou ot the people within the last feAV days, by a ruling of Post^ 
master General Hays, who has passed favorably upon the applieation 
of The Liberator for admission to tho second-class privilege. 

The Liberator filed its application Pobruaiy 11, 1918, three and 
a half years ago, when the magazine was fstablished. The former 
administration never acted in the matter, Mr. Burleson evidently 
holding the opinion that The Liberator savored too much of socialism 
—or worse. The New York Call and other papers of like character 
had been barred from the mails month after month and year after 
year, because some of tho issnes had displeased Mr. Burleson, and he 
resolved that the people under his guardianship should not be tainted 
with false and injurious doctrines if he eould help it. The law gave 
him the powers very unwise provision— to bar from the mails auy 
issue of any publication which in his judgment transgressed the rules 
under which Uie department operated. But he nsnrped the power to 
bar nil issues of the publication thereafter on general principles. 

So The Liberator was denied, or rather ignored, which amouutid 
to the same thing. However, strange as it may seem, every issue of 
the publication since the day of its founding was accepted for mail- 
ing month by month at the third-class rate of postage pending action 
on the application for second-class entiy. 

^Ir- Hays snys that the riassification Act is specific and. plain, 
and that matter is entitled to the second-class mailing privilege "if 
it is originated and published for the dissemination of public infoma 
tion, or devoted to literature, the sciences, arts or some special indus- 
try." He denies that there is any question to be raised as to whether 
the information so disseminated is of a public benefit. "Much of the 
news in any daily might be barbed if public benefit were essential. 
• • • The arbitrary power to decide what is and what is not a public 
benefit was never intended to be lodged in the Fostpaster General. 
It shall not be assumed." 

Mr. Hays then goes on to make the following important obsena 
tion, which carries refreshment and encouragement with it after the 
long years of Burlosonism : 

"The Postoffice Department hold no brief for The Liberator or 
any other publication. If there is on foot a conspiracy to destroy our 
* established form of goverament by force and violence, claimed by 
the department here^fore as a reason for not granting this permit, 
and if this publication is involved in it, then the Department of Jus- 
tice will deal promptly and effectively with the conspirators in the 
manner prcsc<4bed by law. The Department of .Tustioe as now organ- 
ised can be depended upon absolutely to do that. 

"The war is over. We must return to the ordered freedom. Our 
method of safeguarding the public welfare, while at the same time 
maintaining freedom of the press, has been found through a long 
period of stable civil liberty better for the' public welfare and per- 
sonal security of citizens than to establish a bureauci'atie censorship 
which in its nature becomes a matter of individual opinion, prejudice 
or caprice. There is a certain cost in free institutions in which the 
' institution of freedom of the press shares, but we in this country 
have preferred to pay such costs from time to time rather than to 
seek protection through th'e historically discredited 
bureacratic governments." 

Mr. Hays strikes the true note when he says that we have always 
been wiUiag to pay whatever costs may accrue from our policy of a 
free press and unlimited public disouaiion, rather than to "seek the 
protection of the Wstoricall.v discredited aevicps of bureaucratic jrov- 
flmments. ' ' 

The American people arc not feeble-minded. They are not im- 
mature, or undisciplined, needing a guardian and censor- Our free- 
dom is secure because won it #nd have ever since kept it in our 
hands. We believe that fresh air is the best cure for vagaries and 
heresies, eeelesiastieal and poUtieal, social and economic. I^iscussion 
is the true tonebstone of dem6eraoy. Let us have no more "bureau- 
cratic governmeJit."

Memard J. Fagan, chief probation offleer eifyot New Vork, has 
probably had to deal with more bad boy* and gWa-tiwi. aiyr other 
man in America- He sjiys that the whole'tronble is in the home and 
he blames mother bf c ini.se ilie insist.s on having the whole say about 
tiie ehildden and reseuts dad > interference. In fact, Fagan charges 
that thre is a conspiracy in the greaf Amwieaa home agabat fstker. 
His licduction is that if fatli' r watched the children more — if mother 
and father CO-OP£RAT£D m the bringing np of the children— there 
wmdd be fewer wayward young men and women in America today. 

It is a great problem. Rnt we do not join with Fagan in his find 
ing against mother. Of course she is the one who has to take almost 
flutatbc ears of the yoonfrtans daring tba tsadowt Tspn^ and 4)w 
thing beeomes habit with her.

'I'e al.so Inquired how 
long it would take and how much It 
would cost.

But, 
on tho other hand, by apanding $300 
of your money and tiiroe montha ot 
your time you mi^ be elaoted to Con- 
greaa. Once thara you will feel your- 
self competent to dhract not one but 
all the great railroad ayatema of tbe 
country.' 

".\s a piece of humor, the story is 
not bad. Tbe humorist Is worth his 
salary however liberal it may be. But 
as a portrayal of the mental attllu<le 
o fmembora of Congress, tlii! .-((ory Is 
for, far fro mthe truth and will bo 
injurious If many people give it cred- 
ence. Storlea auch aa thla, which give 
th epeople an erronaoua Impresalon of 
thai rfapraaantattraa at Waahington, 
cannot bo traltful ot good— in fact 
there can never be good raaulte from 
dlaaeminatlon ot nntme impreaaiona. 

"The fact ia that Congreas baa near- 
ly always approached reluctantly and 
liostlt.ilingly every attempt to Impose 
government control over private busi- 
ness. There was agitation for gov- 
ernment supervision of the railroads 
for yoara and years before Congress 
finally enacted the laws which created 
the Interstate Commerce commission. 
The leglalation waa enacted in re- 
aponaa to pnbU^damand— not through 
any aa aamjU ea ot anporior aMUty on 
the part ot aambara of Congraaa. 

'Vorlag tka Wlkon adnlnlatratlon, 
thera waa aoeh leglalation giving the 
government control over private busi- 
ness, but thla did not originate with 
Congress. The original proposals came 
from tbe Executive Departments, or 
from President Wilson, ami Congress 
accede dto the demand of the burau- 
cratfl for control over private enter- 
prise.
